She will take a pay cut because she must vacate her position 
as an employee in order to become supervisor. Bernie Hagnauer 
makes about $25,000 plus benefits as an office manager. The 
Supervisor’s salary is $18,500 plus benefits. 

The Town Board recessed its meeting Tuesday night as soon 
as it opened. No business could be transacted without a township 
supervisor. 

The meeting will be continued tonight at 5 p.m. Sources said 
Bernie Hagnauer will be appointed supervisor at that time. 

Bernie Hagnauer was at her husband’s funeral Wednesday and 
unavailable for comment. 

While there has been some speculation — and precedent 
that Bernie Hagnauer would also fill the remainder of her hus- 
band’s term on the County Board, sources said she has no 
intention of doing so 

In March, Nelson Hagnauer was elected the Democratic Party 
nominee for County Board representative in District 20 and

Motorists in Granite City may have 
to dig a little deeper in their pockets if 
they are ticketed for certain moving 
violations. 

The City Council passed an ordinance 
‘Tuesday amending the city’s municipal 
code as it pertains to issuing 
administrative tickets. 

The city has had an alternative 
ticket program in place for several 
years. Under the program, tickets are 
issued for minor ordinance violations 
as an alternative to arrest 

If the ticket is paid promptly 
within 10 days — a $15 fine is assessed 
The fine increases to $35 if it is paid 
more than 10 days but less than 31 
days after the ticket is issued. In either 
case, there is no record of arrest. 

If the ticket remains unpaid after 30 
days, the city may file a complaint in 
circuit court and the offender, if found 
guilty of an offense, may have to pay 
court fees in addition to a fine. 

But an Attorney General opinion 
issued in June 1992 prohibits the use of 
the administrative ticket in cases of 
“Rules of the Road’’ violations

An uncommon nuisance

The law in this part of the land, State’s Attorney 
William Haine, has thankfully rejected the theory to the 
tune of 77 misdemeanor charges against 17 members of 
the group. 

So far, seven of those members have pleaded euilty toa 
variety of the charges — mostly simulating legal process. 
Those pleading guilty have received probation, fines 
and/or court supervision. 

The government that Haine is a part of has its flaws, but 
we certainly prefer it to a ‘‘government” created by a 
group of malcontents out to annoy private citizens and 
gum up the legitimate legal system. : 

According to prosecutors, members of this group claim 
to follow’ “common law’ rules based on traditional 
practices. Many in the group have referred to themselves 
as members of the anti-government Freemen. 

County officials say many members of the group have 
been subject to foreclosures. ‘‘They have a gripe because 
of something they haven’t done for themselves, like pay a 
mortgage,’” Recorder of Deeds Dan Donohoo said. 

These so-called ‘‘commoners’’ apparently don’t like the 
way government works, the way it makes them live up to 
legal obligations and face penalties when they don’t. Are 
they trying to set an example of proper government by 
filing baseless liens against churches? 

By its actions, the group has brought out the best in the 
government that it despises.

Sanders wrong on release 


Not only is SIU President Ted Sanders on the wrong side 
of the fight over legislative scholarships, he wants to 
spend ayer money to wage the battle. 

And so far, he is not telling how much. 

Sanders announced recently that Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity has hired outside legal counsel to investigate the 
recent release of names of several scholarship winners. 
News organizations sought the information to determine 
if legislators were rewarding the scholarships as political 
favors and have since reported that many politicians 
have, indeed, abused the system. 

University officials did not intend to release the award- 
ees’ names, but some were legible in documents despite 
efforts to black them out..Sanders said Friday he is 
“angered, disturbed and embarrassed by this serious 
breach of confidentiality.”’ 

To rectify the breach, Sanders has hired a Belleville 
lawyer at $200 an hour to investigate the leak and develop 
new procedures to make sure it doesn’t happen again. He 
refused to specify other costs or estimate the number of 
hours the attorney would work on the case. 

The hiring of outside legal assistance is unprecedented 
for the university. Why is Sanders treating this as if it is 
the biggest crisis ever to face SIU? 

The scholarships provide an opportunity for legislators 
to anonymously take care of anyone they see fit, be it 
deserving, needy students or-relatives of big-time cam- 
paign contributors; if it were the former, however, we 
doubt there would be much need to hide the names of 
winners. 

University officials are charged with guarding the list. 
SIU failed to do that, and the results were embarrassing 
to some legislators, who may be tempted to take a closer 
look at. SIU’s budget after pressure from the leak. 

- So, by hiring outside counsel to save face, Sanders puts 
himself and the university in the position of defending 
patronage with taxpayers’ funds. 

We doubt that many fer pevere would agree that the 
anonymity of legislative scholarship winners needs to be 
protected. 

Even fewer would be supportive of picking up the tab. 

We hope the Illinois Senate quickly follows the House by 
voting to discontinue the scholarships. : 

Plus, Sanders should have his hand slapped for using 
tax money to defend the system and embarrassing 
himself with his feeble reasoning for the expense.

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Pet euthanasia 


still necessary 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I am writing in response to 
the article in the Sunday, May 
12, Journal about the county 
humane society and euthana- 
sia. 

Animals will always have to 
be put to sleep until there are 
mandatory neuter and spaying 
laws passed. 

Even shelters that say they 
do not euthanize contribute to 
the death of many animals 
either through overcrowding in 
their shelters — which leads to 
disease, especially in cats, 
causing them to die — or by 
euthanasia because of disease. 

Many animals also die 
because people are turned 
away from shelters with ani- 
mals they no longer want. This 
is done because every cage is 
filled with discarded pets that 
no one will adopt due to their 
size, age or behavior prob- 
lems. 

When people are turned 
away from a shelter, in many 
cases, they either _go up the 
road a little way, open the car 
door and throw the animal out, 
or they come to a rural road 
like where I live on and dump 
them. They will not turn them 
into their local dog catcher 
because they don’t want to pay 
a fee to get rid of their 
unwanted pet. 

Having seen firsthand what 
becomes of these discarded 
pets, it’s much more humane 
to have them put to sleep in a 
shelter, be it private or public, 
rather than starving to death 
or them dying diseased while 
running free. 

As to long-term life in a 
shelter, the few that get adopt- 
ed after extended stays in shel- 
ters need much love and train- 
ing to adjust to their new 
homes. Many are returned to 
the shelter. As much as the 
people who work at these shel- 
ters would like to give the ani- 
mals the attention and love 


they require and deserve, 
there are just not enough 
hours or volunteers to do this. 

It is hard for a no-kill shelter 
to keep going. Many of the 
unwanted dogs are large, 
mixed breeds, which consume 
a lot of food. With overcrowd- 
ing in cats, respiratory infec- 
tions and ringworm are con- 
stant problems, which lead to 
high medical expenses and 
quarantine. During quarantine 
periods, no animals can be 
adopted out. 

iL for a moment: Would 
you like to live your life in a 
cage for weeks, months and, in 
some cases, years? 

What can you do about this 
problem? Get your pet either 
spayed or neutered. Encourage 
your friends and neighbors to 
do the same. Speak to your 
veterinarian about offering 
low-cost surgery to people who 
can’t afford the expense. If 
you know someone who can 
help with legislation, speak to 
them about a law. 

There is low-cost surgery 
available. Call a humane shel- 
ter about the name and tele- 
phone number. 

Make a donation to one of 
these progrdms. Madison 
County offers the SNAP pro- 
gram. You could donate to it; 
even if it’s only $1, that will 
add up. 

‘You can make a difference, 
but it does take an effort.

Tempo slid out of control on 
rain-slicked Interstate 44, 
skidded across the eastbound 
lanes and smashed into a 
westbound Ford Explorer. The 
girls, who died in the crash, 
were returning from Roll. 
Mo., where they were visiting 
the sister of one of the victims 

The usual tributes flowed in 
about the young women’s 
promising futures, now cut 
short. Counselors stepped in to 
deal with the grief-stricken 
classmates. Authorities 
investigated, wrote reports and 
chalked up two more youthful 
statistics.

16-year-olds are involved in 
fatal crashes involving poor 
driving judgment than any 
other age group. More than any other teenage year, more than 
any. adult age group. Drivers under 25, in general, do worse than 
older adults. Ask any insurance agent (or any driver under 25). - 

_I began driving May 6, 1970 — “a month before my 18th 
birthday. I took lessons in a school-sponsored program in a 
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dual-control car. I can tell you, looking back a quarter century, 
I was not ready for long highway-trips when I got my Missouri 


driver’s license. 


It took years to learn not to barrel down a rainy highway at 
top speed. Not to overdrive beyond the range of my headlights 
Not to let my judgment get clouded by anger, other emotions or 


alcohol. 


Experience like that doesn’t spring full-grown from the 
forehead of a young driver. It develops slowly, over time. That 
is the-concept behind the. “graduated” driver’s license — and 


what makes it more attractive. 


Just as a child learns to ride a bicycle in steps — with mom 
and dad running alongside, with training wheels attached — the 
graduated license starts with major restrictions. No driving 
after dark, for instance, or driving only within a limited radius 
of home. As the driver matures, the restrictions are eased into 


full adult privileges. 
State law already identifies un 


\derage drivers to keep them 


from illegally buying alcohol, so little change would be needed 
to adapt the licenses to a graduated system.

No one seemed to pay 
attention to the unwritten code 
that seemed to dominate as I 
learned upon returning to the 
Southwestern Illinois/St. Louis 
area in 1966. That's the one 
that sets aside, especially 
during the football season, 
Fridays for high schools, 
Saturdays for colleges and 
Sundays for pro football. 

Sorry, but the times have 
changed with the weather. 
With more working parents, 
doesn’t it make sense to take 
advantage of what could be 
better family time by holding 
sporting events on Sundays? 

And, if you think attendance 
or ticket Sales is my concern, 
realize at this time that 
baseball is a sport ruled by the 
spring weather which wipes 
out weekdays and leaves open 
Sundays for rescheduling. 

Sure, the Illinois High School 
Association grumbles about the 
Sunday matter and church 
congregations are opposed, but 
with a dose of common sense, 
Sunday can-be a valuable day 
— as learned by the 
Belle-Clair Soccer League. 

With more that 150 teams 
and approximately 2,400 

layers, the Belle-Clair League 
is a leader in serving youth. 
Last August the league learned 
the value of Sundays when it 
had to accommodate an 
additional 200 players. 

Sunday morning became the 
answer. However, after 
learning that members of 
various religious congregations 
had conflicting interests with 
soccer, the league now is 


planning to play on Saturdays 
as it, has done in the past and 
on Sunday afternoon — also as 
it has previously. 

Limited to fields at the
